PORTIONS TO BE SERVED IN HO- 


TELS AND RESTAURANTS WILL 


BE LIMITED UNDER THE NEW 


ORDERS. 


Hotels and restaurants will have 


new rulings to observe, according to 
advices just sent out by the food ad- 
ministrator. The rulings are stringent 
indeed, and are declared to be more 
sweeping than any yet issued, with re- 
gard to the limiting of portions to be 
served to individuals. 


The orders specifically provide that 


beginning October 21 public eating 
places shall not serve any bread or 
bakery products containing less than 
20 per cent of wheat flour substitutes. 
Of bread containing at least 20 per 
cent substitutes, not more than two 
ounces may be served at one meal, 
and of corn and mixed breads not 
more than four ounces at a single 
meal will be permitted served. Bread 
must not be served until after the first 
course is served, and bread or toast 
may not be served as a garniture or 
under meat 
Bacon also may not be 


used as a garniture. 


As to the servifig ot meats, which 


include beef, mutton, pork, poultry and 
by-products not more than one kind 
may be included in a single meal But- 
ter awKXmerlcan cheese must not be 
in portions of more than 
one-halt 


ounce. 


Sugar bowls, according to the regu- 


lations, must not be placed on the ta- 
ble and no sugar will be served unless 
requested by the guest 
The portions 


are not to exceed more than one tea- 
spoonful tor each meal. 


Other orders provide that food shall 


not be displayed in such a manner as 
to cause its deterioration.

t'.venty per cent of butter fat is pro- 
hibited. Waste tood is not to be burn- 
ed, bra must be saved to feed animals 
or reduced to obtain fats.

armies from any other point of *iew, because unless we see the 
situation in the true light we shall not fully understand that 
peace with a gang of murderers and outragers and robbers 
would be a disgrace to all civilization. 


Does a community which has been attacked by a gang of 


murderers and looters and rapists accept their offer of peace 
terms in order not to punish the criminals and not to make the 
families of these criminals suffer? 


Does a community when it has 'caught the red-handed 


murderer or rapist say, "We must not punish him because his 
wife and children would suffer?" 


Does a community when its policemen and citizens sum- 


moned to their help have been, done to death by a gang of 
cutthroats and robbers accept from these criminals an offer 
of peace provided they return a part of the loot, leaving^them 
free to wreak their vengeance upon the same community in 
the future, and count the mercy shown merely as pusilanimous, 
neurotic sentimentalism or as plain cowardice, lacking moral 
courage to punish the evil-doer? 


Criminals know that they will be punished if caught; 


they know that any pity which would forbid their punishment 
is contralto the laws of God and the experience of humanity. 
They enter upon their scheme of murder and robbery with 
their eyes open, taking the chance cf death for the hope of 
loot. 


Germany is in exactly this situation.

that they are murderers, highwaymen, robbers and outragers 
who took the chance, hoping and fully expecting to bring home 
the spoils.

When clocks were invented, it was 
found that no machinery could be 
made to-run according to the sun, 
for the period from one noon to the 
next noon varied with the position of 
the earth in its orbit. So what was 
called "mean solar time" was invent- 
ed, and the length of the day estab- 
lished so that twenty-four hours was 
the mean or average time between 
successive crossings of the meridian 
by the sun. 


This mean solar time, however, is 


strictly local. When'we travel east 
the sun reaches meridian earlier, and 
when we travel west the sun reaches 
meridian later, so the mean solar 
time of two places only 100 miles 
apart would differ by several min- 
utes. 


To avoid so many different times 


the United States has been divided 
into four time belts, over each of 
which the clocks all read the same, 
the belts differing in time from each 
other by even hours, so that the 
minute hands of the,clocks 
out the country are the sajne. 


the summer this year we have been 
using 75th meridian time, but not 
eastern time, for eastern time was 
also advanced an hour, so that the 
clocks this summer in New York and 
Philadelphia are an hour faster than 
our clocks, just as they were during 
the winter. 


If we adopt eastern time, our clocks 


will run on this winter the same as 
they did this summer, but in New 
York and Philadelphia the clocks will 
be set back, so that our time will be 
the same as the time in those cities. 


When next spring we go into sum- 


mer time, clocks will be advonced an 
hour, and our time will actually be 
one hour faster than during next win 
ter and two hours faster than they 
were last winter.

summer eastern time here mean solar 
noon or the crossing of meridian by 
the sun will be at 1:30 p. m.

ORDERS. 


Hotels and restaurants will have 


new rulings to observe, according to 
advices just sent out by the food ad- 
ministrator. The rulings are stringent 
indeed, and are declared to be more 
sweeping than any yet issued, with re- 
gard to the limiting of portions to be 
served to individuals. 


The orders specifically provide that 


beginning October 21 public eating 
places shall not serve any bread or 
bakery products containing less than 
20 per cent of wheat flour substitutes. 
Of bread containing at least 20 per 
cent substitutes, not more than two 
ounces may be served at one meal, 
and of corn and mixed breads not 
more than four ounces at a single 
meal will be permitted served. Bread 
must not be served until after the first 
course is served, and bread or toast 
may not be served as a garniture or 
under meat 
Bacon also may not be 


used as a garniture. 


As to the servifig ot meats, which 


include beef, mutton, pork, poultry and 
by-products not more than one kind 
may be included in a single meal But- 
ter a»4-American cheese must not be 
'n portions of more than one-halt 
ounce. 


Sugar bowls, according to the regu- 


lations, must not be placed on the ta- 
ble and no sugar will be served unless 
requested by the guest 
The portions 


are not to exceed more than one tea- 
spoonful tor each meal. 


Other orders provide that food shall 


not be displayed in such a manner as 
to cause its deterioration. 
Double 


cream or cream containing more than 
twenty per cent of butter fat is pro- 
hibited. Waste tood is not to be burn- 
ed, but must be saved to feed animals 
or reduced to obtain fats.

MEANS

John H. Makey, chairman of the dis- 


trict exemption board, with headquar- 
ters in Tampa, has gone carefully over 
the rulings that have been made with 
reference to the matter of exemptions 
from military service and, in connec- 
tion with the registrations of Sept. 12, 
makes the statement that no personal 
claims for exemption 
or 
deferred 


classification will be heard by the dis- 
trict board. This is in accordance 


regulations, the text of which follows: 


"The 
practice of some 
district 


boards in permitting some families of 
registrants, as well as the registrants 
themselves, 
or their attorneys, to 


appear before them to plead for de- 
ferred classification is a direct and de- 
liberate violation of both the letter 
and spirit of rule XXXVI, section 107, 
selective service regulations, which 
provides that the district boards shall 
not, in appeal cases, receive or con- 
sider any evidence which was not con- 
sidered by the local board." 


This method of procedure, says Mr 


Mackey, is to the effect that every 
man has au equal opportunity for ap- 
peal. It is obviously unfair, he be 
leves. that one man should be allow- 
ed to personally plead his case and 
another denied tins privilege, and, as 
ail cannot appear personally or bv 
attorneys betore the board, 
it has 


been officially ruled that none shall be 
permitted to themselves face appeal 
boards and push their claims 


"Take, for instance, a hypothetical 


case," says Mr Mackey. "John Brown 
•lives ip Tampa and Jim Jones lives in, 
Miami. They each desire to appeal 
their case and Brown, by reason of 
the tact that he lives in the city where 
headquarters of the board is'located, 
can appear without inconvenience and 
considerable expense.

for the period from one noon to the 
next noon varied with the position of 
the earth in its orbit. So what was 
called "mean solar time" was invent- 
ed, and the length of the day estab- 
lished so that twenty-four hours was 
the mean or average time between 
successive crossings of the meridian 
by the sun. 


This mean solar time, however, is 


strictly local. 
When'we travel east 


the sun reaches meridian earlier, and 
when we travel west the sun reaches 
meridian later, so the mean solar 
time of two places only 100 miles 
apart would differ by several min- 
utes. 


To avoid so many different times 


the United States has been divided 
into four time belts, over each of 
which the clocks all read the same, 
the belts differing in time from each 
other by even hours, so that the 


noon will be at 12:30 p m 
During 


the summer tins .rear we Jiave been 
using 75th meridian time, but not 
eastern time, for eastern time was 
also advanced an hour, so that the 


cases, appeiants are 
able to spend the money necessary 
to make personal appeals, and it is 
not fair that the man who is able to 
lose time and spend money in appeal- 
ing his case be allowed to do so when 
some other fellow,, whose claims may 
be equally valid, is unable to do so. 


"Another thing which makes adher- 


ence to this ruling necessary is the 
fact that when appelants personally 
appear before district boards, these 
district boards are in most eases fur- 
nished with evidence which the local 
boards of the appelants do not re- 
ceive. This is in direct conflict with 
the regulations and is not only untair 
to registrants but to the local boards." 


AU appeals must first go through 


the local board of the appelant and 
must be pa?^ed on by this board to the 
district board 
Every document in 


each appeal case, each affidavit, ruu:=t 
first be v.ewed by the registrant's lo- 
cal board 
It is stipulated that ap- 


peals must go through this official 
channel in reaching district boards, 
and any appeals received by the Flor- 
ida district board which do not come 
through this routine will not be con- 
sidered
